Note  of  Caution 

A note  of  caution  [n  the  London  pre^j. 
pointing  out  that  the  Allies  have  already  ex- 
tended their  lines  enormously  and  must  stop 
soon  to  bring  up  supplies  and  to  prepare  for 
the  next  movement  in  the-battle.  should  act 
as  a timely  curb  on  over  anxious  optimism  as 
to  a sudden  end  of  the  war  in  Europe.  From 
a military  viewpoint,  it  takes  tyne  to  follow 
even  a beaten  enemy,  and  the  Germans  are  not 
yet  beaten,  although  that  over-confident  as- 
sertion increasingly  is  being  made.  I he  sate 
way.  the  only  way  that  is  likely  to  be  fol- 
lowed. is  for  the  Allies  to  protect  themselves 
at  each  fresh  tide  in  the  advance,  so  that  there 
will  be  and  need  be  no  recessions. 

The  picture  of  the  Germans  in  flight  in  all 
directions  is  more  pleasing  than  exact.  \ cry 
stiff  resistance  still  is  being  offered  both  in  the 
West,  and  in  the  East,  where  parts  of  the  Oder 
River  defences  are  still  holding  out.  In  so  far 
as  the  West  is  concerned,  even  to  take  one 
army  150  miles  into  Germany  will  require 
immense  preparation,  and  the  Allies  have 
fielded  seven  armies  in  the  West,  with  three 
more  in  dose  support  'l  hese  figures  run 
quickly  into  hundreds  of  thousands  of  men. 
who  must  be  fed.  equipped,  armed  and  kept 
supplied  without  an  instant  s laslure. 

Close  to  the  scene,  well  versed  in  what 
modern  warfare  means,  the  British  press  is 
seeing  this  stage  in  the  war  with  clear  and 
ateady  eyes.  Its  general  tone  is  lhat  ol  rea- 
soned optimism,  but  without  the  extrava- 
gance of  thought  which  proclaims  a victory 
before  in  fact  it  has  arrived  That  is  a com- 
mon sense  way  in  which  to  approach  the  great 
events  of  the  day.  The  news  is  good.  It  is 
growing  better  daily.  But  time  has  not  been 
thrown  into  the  discard,  nor  can  it  be  Great 
battles,  spread  over  a whole  continent,  take 
time  to  prepare,  let  alone  to  fight  Wc  should 
be  satisfied  for  the  moment  with  that  prog- 
ress It  is  secured,  and  cannot  now  be  taken 
from  us. 

Cabled  dispatches  from  the  front  slate  that 
the  Canadian  First  Army  is  in  action  under 
its  own  standard.  There  is  a hint  that  our 
men  have  been  given  the  task  of  clearing  the 
Germans  away  from  the  seashore  in  Holland. 
Ottawa  could,  if  it  would,  dear  up  that  state- 
ment and  the  vague  hints  that  arc  being 
dropped  ovtfseas.  If  there  is  a new  credit  or 
a source  of  fresh  pride  coming  to  our  men.  we 
should  know  of  lhat.  What  constitutes  the 
Canadian  first  Army  today'  Why  cannot 
wc  be  told  frankly?

Hours  spent  in 
the  garden  are  saved  hours,  not  lost  ones. 
Trim,  neat  homes  advertise  a community  as 
nothing  else  can.  Victoria,  with  an  earned 
reputation  for  natural  beauty,  has  a relatively 
high  standard  to  maintain  in  this  respect. 
That  can  be  done  only  if  everyone  will  work 
at  it. 

The  same  need,  that  of  putting  our  best 
foot  forward — m spite  of  the  war — should 
also  drive  municipal  corporations  to  set  an 
example  to  their  citizens.  Dumping  grounds 
should  be  cleaned  out.  Vacant  lots  should  be 
cleared  of  their  brush  and  propagating  weeds. 
Beaches  visibly  stand  in  need  of  some  atten- 
tion and  this  community  has  twelve  of  them 
A clean  city  is  a healthy  one,  and  the  first  lo 
resist  epidemics  and  disease  I here  could  be 
no  more  useful  effort  at  this  time  than  to 
make  the  best  of  what  this  community  has  to 
offer  to  its  citizens  and  to  the  world

Notices  to  vacate  rented  premises  did  not 
become  a public  issue  until  the  Dominion 
undertook  to  direct  renting,  that  is  to  order 
people  around  in  the  disposition  of  their  own 
property.  Each  Spring  since  there  has  been
